EmOD¥ TO HELP 
PAY THE WAR TAX 


Washington, Oct. 1.—The $2,- 
700,000,000 war tax bill, which is 
up final action in the House, 
‘catches” almost everybody from 
the cradle to the grave and, for 
good measure, levies a few new 
taxes on the heirs 

Baby’s first dash of talcum pow¬ 
der will, under the 2 per cent 
manufacturer^’ tax on cosmetics, 
help Uncle Sam carry on the war, 
and after death the Federal col¬ 
lectors will be on hand to get the 
inheritance tax at advances on the 
present rate of from I per cent on 
$60,000 to 10 per cent on $1,000,- 
000 . 

Between birth and death most of 
man’s activities would be taxed, 

j 

voting a proxy at a meeting of a 
cemetery association being one of 
the few specifically exempted. 

Those who have profited most by 
the war,' the recipient* of enormous 
excess war profits, will pay the 
most to help carry It on. More 
than half the total amount- of the 
bill, or about $1,110,000,000, is to 
be collected from them. 

The person who writes a postal 
card will be caught, for cards will 
sell for 2 cents e-i- h by the pro- 
viei ns of the bill. Letters will be 
cents. 

O ie will be taxed when he goes 
to a moving picture show, if 
the admission is more than 5 
oents, one-tenih of the cost of tbe 
ticket. That rate will affect all 
who attend amusements, from the 
man in the gallery to the one in 
the box. His greatest consolation 
is that the consumption taxes, 
which would have made him pay 
on coffee, tea and sugar were 
stricken from the bill. 

Tbe man of moderate means, as 
well as the wealthy, is affected, by 
the income tax section. Normal 
rates have been doubled, and ex¬ 
emptions lowered to $1,000 per 
single persons and $2,000 for 
married ones. / 

Even drowning one’s tax trou-. 
bles in drink, or Bending them up 
in smoke, will cost more, for the 
levies on all kinds of drinks and 
tobacco soar.- The new rate on 
whiskey is $2.10 per gallon, and 
beer $2.60 a barrel. Wine taxes 
will be about doubled and even 
grape juice will be taxed a cent a 
gallon. 

A person cannot escape tuxes by 
travel. Eight per cent is assessed 
on passenger tickets and steamer 
tickets also pay a tax.

500,000,000 a month, $50,000,000 
a day, or more than $2,000,000 an 
hour. 

America has loaned to the allies 
to date $2,426,400,000—at a rate 
of about $13,480,000 a day. 

1,600 II. S. Ships 

By End of 1918 


Washington, Sept. 26—By the 
end of 1918 America will have a 
merchant fleet of more than 1,600 
ships aggregating 9,200,000 tons 
for overseas trade, the United 
States shipping board announced 
today. 

At present the shipping board 
is operating 575 ships classed as 
follows: 

Four hundred and fifty-eight 
vessels aggregating 2,871,359 tone, 
American origin, and 117 Austro- 
German boats of 7,285,000 capacity 

The board has commandeered 
400 steel ships of more than 2,500,- 
000 tons which are being completed 
in American yards. 

Of the 633 vessels contracted for 
by tiie shipping board and aggre¬ 
gating 3,124,700 tons, “the first 
launching is expected within 60 to 
90 days. 

Biggest Sale Blooded 
Hogs Made in State 

Prattville, Sept 26—The largest 
deal ever made in the south for 
pure bred Hampehire hogs wus con¬ 
summated when Judge C. E. Thom¬ 
as of Prattville, purchased from 
John John J. Shaffer, of Ellendale. 
Lh , 700 pure bred hogs Mr. 
Shaffer had been drafted into the 
U. S. army and he made the sale 
solely owing to his necessary ab¬ 
sence. 

Judge Thomas would not name 
the price paid, but it is known to 
have been large, since one boar 
alone was placed at $800. There 
were 106 boars included in the 
s-.le. This big herd will be ship¬ 
ped immediately to Autauga coun¬ 
ty, Ala., where Julge Thomas has 
a range in readiness to accommo¬ 
date the breeders. 

This is, unquestionably, the lar¬ 
gest single deal ever made in the 
south for pure bred hogs, and 
places Autauga county in the front 
rank with stock raising sections.

The live-stock industry in 
the European countries is almost 
depleted and the warring nations 
are looking to America for meat. 
With hogs selling for eighteen 
cents per pound, cattle twelve to 
sixteen cents, sheep sixteen cents, 
lard compound twenty-one cents 
and bacon fifty cents, butter forty 
five, hene twenty-five cents per 
pound, and eggs forty-five cents 
per dozen, it is the southern far¬ 
mer’s opportunity such as he nev¬ 
er had to make money. It is as 
good as a gold mine and will last 
several years before production 
can increase sufficiently to lower 
these prices materially. It will 
last as long as the war goes on and 
for several years after the war is 
over. It will take a good many 
years for the European countries 
to restore their livestock industry 
and until then, they will be de¬ 
pendent upon us for food, Meat, 
poultry, and dairy products are 
selling at two and one half times 
the prices that prevailed in nor¬ 
mal times, Cotton would have to 
sell for 35 cents per pound, corn 
two dollars and twenty five cents 
per bushel, oats < ne doliar and 
thirty cents and choice haj sixty 
dollars per ton to be in the same 
proportion with live-stock, dairy 
and poultry products. 

The only way we can increase 
our live stock is to save the fe- 
ma es, especially the young ones, 
tie-) to it that no females are 
slaughtered until they have shown 
themseves to be barren or poor 
breeders. Killing young females 
in times like this is the same as 
“K ding the goose that imd the 
golden egg.” Do not sell your 
h«-ns off unless they ure known to 
be non layers. Twice as much 
ponltiy and live-Btcck me needed 
in Alabama us we now have. The 
beBt way to market corn, peanuts, 
velvet beans and hay is to put 
them in a cowhide or pigskin. 
Corn is worth $1 80 per bushel and 
other products in the same propor¬ 
tion when fed to live stock to pre¬ 
pare them for market. ‘ I would 
rather sell my corn to afour legged 
hog for $180 than to iet'a two 
leg & e I hog have it at seventy-five 
cents a bushel. If the farmers had 
twice as many live stock as they 
now have, very little would be 
heard about finding a market for 
corn, beans, peanuts, potatoes and 
hay. The situation would solve 
itself and the talk now prevalent 
about being defrauded out of crops 
would not be heard. The remedy 
if to continue diversification, save 
and feed all young females among 
your live-stock and poultry.

The following letter was receiv¬ 
ed by J. C. Reinhardt of Wilson- 
ville, from his son Howard, who 
is at the training camp at Camp 
Gordon, near Atlanta, Ga : 

I received your letter a few days 
ago and was glad to hear from you 
Well bow is everything around 
Wilsonville everything up here is 
getting along pretty well except 
all of the boys in my crowd are 
pretty sore from the inoculation 
in the back for fever, it makes a 
fellow so sore until he can’t turn 
over in the bed. Some of the boys 
thought they were going to die 
and sure enough it made us feel 
that way, but I didn’t give up. 
My arm is in a pretty bad fix, it is 
all puffed up nearly to my hand 
from the vaxination for small pox, 
when I get over all of this I think 
I will feel fine, but we have got an 
other dose coming next Sunday. I 
stood the examination Monday, 
guess I passed all right, I havn’c 
heard anything about it. I got 
20 20 on everything and weighed 
120 pounds. We took about' a 12 
Dpile bike today and believe me I 
got some tired We left camps 
about 7:30 and got back about 
11:30 and the officers wouldn’t let 
us have any water, there was about 
3000 of us. You asked about the 
officers they are pretty good but I 
don’t know what kind of religion 
they have if any, not much I don’t 
think. We don’t live in tents every¬ 
thing lives in houses, each house 
will hold from 150 to 200 and a 
room to cook and eat for all that 
crowd, as for the eating it goes 
pretty hard some time, but 
most of the time it is all right, It 
sure was good today after the hike 
the best we have had since I have 
been here. I have eat so much beef 
until I can’t look straight at a 
cow. Well to-night is the night 
they are looking for some more 
soldiers In, I havn’t seen Burton 
yet, the reason I havn’t seen 
him the officers wouldn’t let us 
leave the shacks on the account of 
being so sore. Well I sent part of 
my clothes today will send the suit 
as soon as I can. The captain 
said for us to keep our suits until 
we found out whether we was turn¬ 
ed down or not, tell Ruby I got her 
letter today will answer it real 
soon, Well there is a speaking at 
the Y. M. C. A. guess I had better 
stop and hear it, answer real soon 
as ever

No farmer need not be uneasy 
about being overstocked on corn 
this year. A market can be found 
for all surplus corn the farmers in 
Shelby County have to sell at a 
fair price before next spring. 


We don’t think the farmers need 
any more advice in regard to sow¬ 
ing wheat this fall. Every farmer 
we have talked to in Shelby Coun¬ 
ty say that they are going to sow 
enough wheat: to bread them next 
year. High prices put the farmers 
to thinking as well the town folks 
during these war times. 


It is all a mistaken idea about 
cattle being scarce in Shelby Coun 
ty. Only last week a large herd of 
cattle were brought to this place 
from an adjoining stock law beat 
and shipped to. the Birmingham 
market. In the non stock law sec¬ 
tion of the county cattle are more 
plentiful and large herds can be 
seen most anywere along the high¬ 
ways. 


If it wasn’t for the farmers the 
people in this county would soon 
starve to death. The people have got 
to have something to eat and wear, 
but they can do without so much 
iron, and other unnecessary things 
that are being manufactured every 
day and which being a fancy price. 

The farmers are the backbone of 
this county, and without them, we 
would soon starve. Have you ever 
thought about that? 


Washington. Oct. 1.—The 
American soldier in France has 
26 chances to be alive at the end 
of his first year’s service at the 
front, to one of being dead. Four 
men out of every hundred who 
reach the firing line will be killed 
in one year’s time. 

This figure gives the lie to the 
deliberate misstatements circulated 
in print and word of mouth by 
German agents or pacifist fanatics 
The order of danger in the var¬ 
ious branches of the army is. 

1. Medicil and sanitary service, 

2. Engineers, miners and sappers, 

3. Infantry, 4. Artillery, 5. Avia¬ 
tion. 

The doctors have the most dan¬ 
gerous job, the airmen the safest 
Calvarly are no longer used, unless 
as infantry. 

These yarns about the average 
life of an officer at the front being 
less than two weeks, or a surgeon 
less than a month, are of a piece 
with the fantastic stories of men 
being drugged to make them fight 
or of the French any refusing to 
fight, circulated at the outbreak of 
the war in crank and anarchist 
circles. 

The war college figures and esti 
mates indicate the total loss in 
one year of all the belligerents is 
about four per cent killed in ac¬ 
tion, died of woulds and died o 
disease, 

These figures, compiled from 
casualty lists obtained both from 
the alliis and the central powers 
are probably too high for the fight 
ing on the western front, where 
the arts of protection, cover 
trenching and barrage fire cu 
down the Dumber of slain. 

The average is fattened by the 
heavy lossees on the Russian front 
where the officers of the czar fre 
quently drove unarmed men 
storm German trenches enfilading 
their own troops in the rear with 
machine gun fire to force them 
forward. 

The estimates also include the 
terribly heavy losses of the war on 
the western front when the fight¬ 
ing was in the open and large 
masses of men were frequently 
caught by machine guns or sub¬ 
jected to direct shrapnel bombard¬ 
ment. 

There is reason to believe the 
western front losses were twice as 
heavy earlier in the war as they 
are today. 

This conclusion is supported by 
figures of insurance companies 
which insured Canadian regiments 
and the records of German trade 
unions and professional societies. 
Figures from the records of a Ger¬ 
man typographical union, a teach¬ 
ers society and Berlin bar associa¬ 
tion reveal early losses as high as 
8 per cent, later reduced by half. 

Death by disease at the front is 
less likely than at home in time of 
peace, thanks to fresh air, hard 
work and good food. 

Death from wounds is becoming 
very rare owing to the skill of the 
surgeons.

REDTOP

Redtop has a wide range of adapt¬ 
ability of soil and climate. However, 
It is best adapted to lew, moist lands, 
and does fairly well even on rather 
poor land of this typo. Soil for this 
plant does not require liming. In fact, 
redtop can endure a considerable 
amcount of acidity. 

The most important use of redtop 
(s a\ a part of permanent pasture mix¬ 
tures. " It combines well with lespe- 
ley.ii and w bite clover to form perma - 1 
aent pastures on rather moist soils. 
Redtop is sometimes used for hay in 
the northern part of Alabama, but is 
only fairly palatable. 

Ten to fifteen pounds of recleaned 1 
seed should be planted per acre in. 
aarly fall. The sed need only light' 
severing. Successful seedings are 
sometimes made by sowing broadcast . 1 
allowing the rains to cover the seed! 
but this practice is not to be generally 
recommended. 

Redtop grows rather slowly the 
first year. It is well to ferta’ze the 
rop cn poor so’!:.

Makes Final Report 


In Session Four Days 
And Return Twenty- 
Two Indictments 


To Honor Lum Duke, Judge 
Presiding: 

We, the Grand Jury empanneled 
by your Honor on the 8th inst. 
beg to submit the following as our 
final report; 

We have examined and passed 
on 32 cases, having examined 89 
witnesses, and herewith return 
into court 22 indictments. 

We have examined the poor 
house and find it to be in good 
condition and the inmates appear 
to be well cared for, and the prem¬ 
ises are in good condition, and ap¬ 
parently well kept. We would 
suggest, however, that a cooking 
stove be purchased as they are 
badly in need of one. 

We have examined the books 
and accounts of the county offi¬ 
cers and find them well and neatly 
kept, so far as we are able to as¬ 
certain. We were unable, how¬ 
ever, to examine the books of the 
County Superintendent of Educa¬ 
tion on account of his absence. 

We have examined the county 
jail and find it well kept and the 
prisoners well cared for. We find 
that the fence around the jail has 
fallen down and we suggest that a 
new fence be built at once. 

We are glad to note that ths 
Board of Revenue is taking an in¬ 
terest in the public roads, and we 
hope that the people of the county 
will co-operate with them and that 
in the future we will witness the 
much needed improvements. 

We find the violation of the law 
in Shelby county is greatly im¬ 
proved. There is no doubt but 
that there are some illicit stills in 
the county, but with the very effi¬ 
cient work of the Sheriff’s depart¬ 
ment now being carried on, we 
feel that the county will soon be 
rid of this nuisance. 

We are glad to note that the 
present Board of Revenue is mak¬ 
ing some needed repairs on the 
court house. We hope they will 
continue until it is completed. 

We hear some complaints of au¬ 
tomobiles being operated in and 
through the county without being 
properly lighted, and not observ¬ 
ing the laws of the road. We 
hope, if there is any real violation 
along this line, that those of our 
citizens who own automobiles will 
see that they are properly equip 
ped and operated in the manner 
required by law.

New York, Oct. 16.—The war is 
coaling the belligerent nations of 
the world at the rate of $160,000,- 
000 a day—$6,600,000 an hour— 
and the United States is paying at 
least one quarter of this stagger¬ 
ing sum, according to estimates 
made today by the Mechanics and 
Metals National Bank of New 
York. 

The estimated daily cost at the 
beginning of the war was $60,000,- 

000 and a year ago it was $100, 
000,000. This country’s rate of 
expenditure is greater than any 
other nation, Great Britain being 
second and Germany next. By 
next August, according to the 
bank’s figures, the total cost to the 
warld will be $155,000,000,000.

Mr. and Mrs. W. J. Nelson of 
Shelby Springs, received the fol¬ 
lowing letter last week from their 
son, Charles, who is at Camp Gor¬ 
don training camp, Atlanta, Ga.: 

Dear father and mother.—This 
leaves your son O. K. I have been 
drilling today, the only drilling I 
have done. There is 50,000 men 
here today; I am a blacksmith, 
shoe horses only for the Supply 
Company. I drill one day each 
week; I start to school to-night to 
learn to speak French language, I 
will get by if any one does. I 
don’t know what day the shipment 
will come, though there will be 
38,000 men to leave here within 10 
days, this is all 1 know, I write 
all I know as I lefcrn it. I Don’t 
know how I rank yet, though I do 
know that I am getting $46.00 per 
month and my hoard, and when I 
learn to ride I’ll get $69; this is 
the best I could do. AH the other 
boys are getting $36 that are in 
my Co., except officers. This is a 
fine bunch of men here; I have no 
fearB or trouble here Tell all who 
speak of me that. I am a horse 
shoer, and am with the Supply 
Company, the one that furnishes 
rations, ammunition, clothing and 
such like. I wish you had a pair 
of my gloves and shoes, they are 
the best I ever saw. Don’t worry 
about me, I have plenty to eat and 
wear and some fine associates, 
like them and they like me.

HERBERT HOOVER'S 
APPEAL TO ALABAMA 


“The week of October 21 to 28 
has been selected for a nation 
wide campaign to complete the 
enrollment of our forces in con¬ 
servation of our food supply. 

“The available supples this har¬ 
vest year are lees than last year; 
the demand upon us is greater 
than last year. We can only meet 
the call upon us by savings and by 
substitution of commodities which 
cannot be transported. 

“The allies are our first line of 
defense. They must be fed, and 
food will win the war, All Europe 
is on rations or restricted supplies. 
Only in our country is each one 
permitted to Judge for himself the 
duty he owes his country in food 
conservation, althougp the world 
depends upon us to guard and 
provide its food supply. 

“This is a duty of necessity, 
humanity and honor, 

‘ We are asking every house¬ 
holder, every hotel, restaurant and 
dealer in foodstuffs in the nation 
tot become a member of the food 
administration for conservation, 
and to pledge themselves to follow 
insofar as oiroumstances permit, 
the suggestions that will be offered 
from time to time as to measures 
of food saving. 

We wish only that our people 
should eat plenty, but wisely and 
without waste. 

“I, therefore, appeal to the 
churches and to the schools for 
their assistance in this crusade; to 
all the organizations for defense, 
local and national; to all the 
agencies, commercial, social and 
civic, that they join the adminis¬ 
tration in this work for the funda¬ 
mental safety of the nation.

October 24th Set Apart 
As Liberty Loan Day 
In United States 


Washington, October 14.— 
President Wilson, in behalf of the 
liberty loan, tonight issued a proc¬ 
lamation setting aside October 24 
as Liberty Day and urging the 
people of the nation to assemble 
on that day in their respective 
communities and pledge to one 
another and to the government 
that represents them the fullest 
measure of financial support. 

“Let the result be so impressive 
and emphatic,” the President 
urges, “that it will echo through¬ 
out the empire of our enemy as an 
index of what America intends to 
do to bring this war to a victorious 
conclusion. ’ T 

The President’s proclamation 
follows: 

“By the President of the United 
States of Amdroia, 

“A proclamation: 

“The second liberty loan gives 
the people of the United States 
another opportunity to lend their 
funds to their government to sus¬ 
tain their oountry at war. The 
might of the United States is be¬ 
ing mobilized and organized to 
strike a mortal blow at autocracy 
in defense of outraged American 
rights and of the cause of liberty. 
Billions of dollars are required to 
arm, feed and clothe the brave 
men who are going forth to fight 
our country’s common cause 
against a common foe. To sub¬ 
scribe to the liberty loan is to per¬ 
form a service of patriotism. 

“Now, Therefore, I Woodrow 
Wilson, President of the United 
States of America, do appoint 
Wednesday, the 24th of October as 
Liberty Day, and urge and advise 
the people to assemble in their res¬ 
pective communities to pledge to 
one another and to the government 
that represents them the fullest 
measure of financial support. On 
the afternoon of that day I request 
that patriotic meetings be held in 
every city, town and hamlet 
throughout the land, under the 
general direction of the secretary 
of the treasury and the immediate 
direction of the liberty loan com¬ 
mittees, which have been organized 
by the federal reserve banks. The 
people responded nobly to the call 
of the first liberty loan with an 
over-subscription of more than 50 
per cent. Let the response to the 
second loan be even greater and 
let the amount be so large that it 
will serve as an assurance of un¬ 
equalled support to hearten the 
men who are to faoe the fire of bat¬ 
tle for us. Let the result be so 
impressive and emphatic that it 
will eoho throughout the empire of 
our enemy as an index of what 
America intends to do to bring 
this war to a victorious conclusion. 

‘For the purpose of participa¬ 
ting in Liberty Day celebrations, 
all employes of the federal govern¬ 
ment throughout the country 
whose services can be spared may 
be excused at 12 o’clock, Wednes¬ 
day, the 24th of October. 

“In witness whereof, I have 
hereunto set my band and caused 
the seal of the United States to be 
affixed, 

“Done in the District of Colum¬ 
bia this 21th day of October in the 
year of our Lord, one thousand 
nine hundred and seventeen and of 
the independence of the United 
States of America, the one hun¬ 
dred and forty-second. 

“(Signed) Woodrow Wilson 
“By the President. 

“(Signed) Robert Lansing, 
“Secretary of State.” 
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Columbiana, Oct. 18, 1917.

Alabama has a bone-dry law, 
but that don’t stop the making of 
‘•wild-oat” whiskey by any means. 

The oompulsory educational law 
is going to be enforced in Alaba¬ 
ma, and especially here in Shelby 
county. 

The poor man is paying his 
share of the war tax as well as 
the millionaire, but with not as 
much ease. 

Shelby county has a large num¬ 
ber of her young men in the army 
and at training camps, with more 
to follow shortly. 

A second draft call for more 
men will be made in December or 
January according to the war de- 
prrtment at Washington. 

The farmer that has a few bales 
of cotton to sell this tall will ‘‘mop 
up” according to the old saying, 
as cotton will go to 30 or 35 cents 
by Christmas. 

The Germans are going to be 
put out of business at the proper 
time when Uncle Sam gets bis 
great army of men trained for war 
service in France. 

The boll weevil knocked the bot¬ 
tom outof the cotton crop in Shelby 
county this year, but the farmers 
made a bumper corn crop and will 
kill hogs enough this fall to furn¬ 
ish them meat next year. 

It is said that meat prices have 
about reached the limit and that 
cheaper meat is expected in a 
short while. Glad to hear that 
the prioe of something is going to 
come down instead of going higher. 

With a flour mill now being 
erected here, every farmer within 
a radius of twenty miles of Co¬ 
lumbiana should sow all the wheat 
possible this fall, as a market can 
be found for all surplus wheat the 
farmers will have to sell next 
Bpring. 

Shelby county will receive $26,- 
051.74 for public school purposes 
for this fiscal year, beginning Oc¬ 
tober 1. This is the largest ap¬ 
propriation in the history of the 
county, due to the faot that the 
three mill sohool tax was carried 
by a large majority several months 
ago. 


Farm Management 


We may not know just what is 
meant by the subject of “Farm 
Management” but we all know the 
meaning of the statements “It’s 
all in the management” and "He 
is no manager.” 

Every farmer must work out a 
saf e and profitable system of farm 
ing. This system must provide: 

1. Practically all the food and 
feed necessary for home use. 

2. Crops in the rotation to 
transfer nitrogen from the air to 
the soil to be used by succeeding 
crops. 

3. At least enough good live¬ 
stock to consume the roughage 
that usually goSs to waste, pro¬ 
vide a full year’s work for men 
and horses and furnish an abun¬ 
dance of milk, butter, pork, pork 
products, poultry and poulry pro- 
ducts for home use. 

4. Mares engaged in farm work 
and colt production. This will 
save the money paid out for mules 
and horses, but the greatest profit 
will come from securing in this 
way sufficient work stock economi¬ 
cal crop production. 

5. The most prolific seed for 
planting purposes. 

6. Acid phosphate for soils de¬ 
ficient in phosphorous and lime 
for soils needing lime. 

7. Labor-saving farm imple¬ 
ments and machinery for the most 
economical production of crops.— 
The Progressive Farmer. 

To make marketing a real busi¬ 
ness among farmers and 100 per 
cent effective is by co-operative 
methods. A community interest 
is necessary. Single handed the 
farmer or any other business man 
can accomplish little, and his 
standards only benefit one indivi¬ 
dual. The coming together of a 
dozen or more farmers helps a 
community. It standardizes 
grades and other market prepara¬ 
tions, and insures the buyers ship¬ 
ping quanities which they or their 
representatives can inspeot first 
hand. These advantages guaran¬ 
tee the best prices, and thereby 
help a community. Co-operative 
marketing associations in every 
community will build up the busi¬ 
ness of marketing farm products. 
—Alabama Marketing Journal.

Appropriation For 
Schools Large In State 

Montgomery, Oct. 5.—The per 
capita appropriation for the pub¬ 
lic ehools of Alabama for the year 
beginning October 1 will be $2 80, 
or 12 cents more than the appro¬ 
priation of last year, according to 
the apportionment which was com¬ 
pleted by the state educational de¬ 
partment Thursday. It is the 
largest per capita appropriation in 
the history of Alabama. The total 
amount of public school funds 
which were apportioned run to 
$2,232,865 87. 

Jefferson county reoeived the 
largest amount, $215,835.76, 
Montgomery came second with 
$84,129.76, and Mobile third with 
$70,398.90. Washington county re¬ 
ceived the smallest amount, $13,- 
679 38.

Should Sow 
More Wheat 

Wheat is a profitable 
crop for Alabama farmers 
under present condition. It 
will yield from ten to thirty 
bushels varying according to 
the fertility of the land 
and favorableness of season. 
A ten bushel yield is equal 
to thirty-three bushels of 
oats or twenty bushels of 
corn figured on the basis of 
of present market value. A 
twenty bushel yield per acre 
is equal to sixty-six bushels 
of oats or forty bushels of 
corn. It is even more profi¬ 
table than corn, as it can be 
harvested in time to grow a 
crop of corn, peas or soy 
beans on the same land. 

We should grow whoat 
because the demand for 
wheat in Europe will make 
it scarce and high. The car 
shortage may prevent flour 
being shipped south in suffi¬ 
cient quantity to supply the 
demand even at the maxi¬ 
mum price. Southern farm¬ 
ers who grow wheat next 
year will be assured of 
wheat bread while those 
who do not will find flour 
yery high and difficult to ob¬ 
tain. 

Farmers should grow 
their own wheat for the 
sake of health of themselves 
and their families. Fancy 
patent flour is made from 
western wheat which is of¬ 
ten stored in musty eleva¬ 
tors for months, then ground 
and screened into a starchy 
dust with all the laxative 
elements removed. It is 
sometimes shipped in filthy 
box cars to some warehouse 
and stored. It is subjected 
to ravages of rats, roaches 
and the fumes of any filthy 
substances that may happen 
to be stored or exist in the 
same storage place. It is 
purchased from these dingy, 
musty places and made into 
biscuits, pies and cakes for 
us to eat. Is it any wonder 
that we suffer from such 
maladies as constipation; in¬ 
digestion and dyspepsia? 
The physicians send us to 
Battle Creek to be cured by 
eating bran. Who ever 
heard of the “Bran Cure” 
before the South quit grow¬ 
ing wheat and went to eat¬ 
ing white starch known as 
patent flour? This is com¬ 
mon sense and not neces¬ 
sarily science or philosophy. 
Many of our aches and 
pains, patent medicines and 
doctor bills are the penalthy 
which we pay for using 
white patent flour instead of 
home grown whole wheat 
bread. 

Every farmer should sow 
from two to four acres in 
wheat. Select good dry soil 
that will grow a good crop 
of corn. Plow and harrow 
the soil until it is thoroughly 
pulverized three or four 
inches deep. Disk or har¬ 
row in a few loads of stable 
manure and about three 
hundred pounds of Acid 
Phosphate per acre. Drill 
in one and one-fourth bush¬ 
els of Southern grown 
wheat of the following va¬ 
rieties: Alabama Blue Stem, 


Mediterranean, Fulz, Ful- 
casteror Leap. It will be 
necessary to treat the wheat 
for smut by washing it in a 
solution of one ounce of 
formaldehyde to three gal¬ 
lons of water. Let the 
wheat dry and plant drills 
East to West, if drainage 
will permit. About April 
the first broadcast about 
fifty pounds of Nitrate of 
Soda per acre and a large 
yield may be expected under 
favorable seasons.

Wants Big 
War Loan 

Washington, Oct. 10.—A tre¬ 
mendous oversubscription to the 
secoud liberty loan has become 
pr^ciioallj imitative in view of 
the fact that by the time the first 
proceeds of the loan come in, ap¬ 
proximately half of the $3,000,- 
000.000 issue authorized will have 
been expended in the prosecution 
of the war and loans to the Allies. 

The issue by the Treasury De¬ 
partment yesterday of $300,000,- 
000 in short term treasury certifi¬ 
cates of indebtednesss brings the 
total of these obligations of the 
United States issue in anticipation 
of the loan proceeds to $1,550,- 
000,000. 

This means that the Treasury 
has sold to the banks and bankers 
notes of brief term in order to ob¬ 
tain ready cash to tide the govern¬ 
ment over until the proceeds of 
the loan oome in. The sale of 
these certificates began almost Im¬ 
mediately after the close of first 
liberty loan and have continued in 
$200,000,000 to $400,000,000 lots 
during August and September. 
The interest rate paid on these ob¬ 
ligations has gradually crept up 
until the latest issue pays four per 
cent. This means that $1,560,- 
000,000 approximately of these 
certificates will be turned in in¬ 
stead of cash in payment for the 
second liberty loan bonds, now 
selling. 

The government is spending 
money at the rate of praotically 
$50,000,000 a day so the cash it is 
receiving from the sale of these 
certificates will be made by the 
time the loan proceeds are paid in. 

For this reason the government 
officials are hopeful that from $6,- 
000,000,000 to $8,000,000,000 in 
bonds will be bought by the peo¬ 
ple. Such a response to the ap¬ 
peal for funds to pay the bill for 
putting down Pruasianism will 
give the treasury enough new 
money to keep the war machine 
well oiled for some moths.

431,180 Men 
In Training 

Washington, Oct. 11.—The num¬ 
ber of men of America’s new na¬ 
tional army either actually under 
training or ordered to the 16 can¬ 
tonments throughout the country 
totals 431,180. 

In making public these figures 
today, Secretary Baker said that 
shipments of clothing to the camps 
is keeping pace with the arrival of 
the new troops. Up to October 2, 
the day before the second incre¬ 
ment of draft men was ordered 
out, nearly '13,000,000 articles of 
wearing apparel and sleeping 
equipment had been sent to the 
cantonments,' and shipments are 
being made daily. 

Camp Funston in Kansas has 
the greatest quota of men of any 
nf the camps, its number bMrr 
39,533, Camp Lewis in Washing- 
state, is second, with 39,181, and 
Camp Devens, Massachusetts, 
third, with 33,000. Camp Cus¬ 
ter, Michigan, has the smallest 
number, 16,193. 

The number of men at or order¬ 
ed to the Camps follows: Camp 
Dix, N. J. 19,363; Camp Dodge, 
Iowa, 20,324; Camp Gordon, 
Georgia, 22,607; Camp Grant, Ill., 
26,502; Camp Jackson, S. C. 24,-

American Prisoners 
In Germany Starving 

Washington, October 17.—Min¬ 
ister Morris at Stockholm cabled 
the state department today news 
of the arrival there of Willot 
Charles Smith of Norwalk, Conn,, 
who esoaped from a German in¬ 
terment camp at Kiel and brought 
word that American prisioners in 
Germany would starve but for 
food sent them by the Red Cross 
■uni Y. M C A. 

Smith was a horseman on the 
British steamer Esmeraida, cap¬ 
tured by the German raider Moewe 
and was carried into Germany just 
before the United States broke 
diplomatic relations, No details 
concerning his escape were given 
by the minister. 

A state department annouee- 
ment of the escape said. 

“Smith stated that without the 
food packages sent by the Young 
Men’s Christian association and 
the Red Cross, prisoners would not 


be able to live, as the daily food 
ration consists of a slice of black, 
sour bread and a drink of coffee 

for breakfast, and for dinner and 
supper about a pint and a half of 
warm so up apparently consisting 
of water and turnips.”

KEEP WEEVILS OUT 

OF CORN CRIBS 


By W. E. Hinds, Entomolgist, Ala¬ 
bama Experiment Station. 

Prepared by Extension Service, Auburn, Ala. 

The first step in controlling all in¬ 
sects that attack stored corn is to 
gather the earliest maturing com as 
soon as it is matured enough to feed. 
This can be done in about six weeks 
after the corn is in roasting ear stage, 
and if gathered thus promptly, with 
the shuck on, practically all of the in¬ 
sects of the first generation can be 
taken out of the field and the infesta¬ 
tion of later corn can be prevented to 
a very large degree. 

The second step should consist in 
the selection in the field from the 
standing stalks of an abundance of 
seed ears for next years planting. 
Particular attention should be paid 
to the long, tight-fitting husk and 
pendent qualities which tend to give 
weevil resistance. Both of these mat¬ 
ters will be found more fully con¬ 
sidered in other articles. 

The third step relates to the main 
crop. This should be gathered as soon 
as possible aft*r it is thoroughly ma¬ 
tured. 

The sooner corn is placed where the 
insects can he controlled the better 
it is for the corn. The main crop 
should be gathered by breaking the 
ear from the shuck in the field as this 
practice leaves fully three-fourths of 
the adult insects in the field instead 
of putting them all in the crib as is 
done' when the corn is gathered and 
stored with the shuck on. With a lit¬ 
tle practice and by the aid of a husk¬ 
ing pin or hook the bare ears can be 
gathered practically as rapidly as they 
can in the slip shack. 

Numerous careful experiments have 
shown that corn from the same field 
loses less than half as much from 
weevil attack during a full seasons 
storage where shucked before storage 
as does similar corn stored with the 
shuck on. Shucks are a protection to 
the ears while they are growing and 
maturing but after that they are far 
more of a protection to the insects 
while they attack the grain than to 
the grain itself. 

Separate Infested and Uninfested Ears. 

Shucking the corn in the field, or at 
least before it is placed in the crib 
enables the farmer to separate “the 
infested and uniniested ears so that 
they may be stored separately. Ears 
with open, exposed tips or loose husks 
will always have the major part of 
the weevils and it is pretty safe to 
consider these as infested in all ex¬ 
cept very late maturing corn. Other 
ears on which no insects appear may 
be safely olassed as uninfested. 

Store the infested ears where they 
will be disposed of first, in feeding or 
by sale. It may be advisable to fumi¬ 
gate this portion of the crop with car¬ 
bon disulphid, or “high life.” Fumi 
gation calls for a tight room to con 
fine the gas in killing strength for sev 
eral hours. The tighter the room the 
less "high life” will be required and 
the more thorough the Insect control 
Information regarding the construc¬ 
tion of a fumigation room will he sent 
on application to Entomologist, Ala¬ 
bama Experiment Station, Auburn, 
Ala. 

The unlnfested ears, and all very 
late maturing corn Is likely to be un¬ 
lnfested, may be stored in almost any 
kind of a shelter in which it will be 
kept dry and kept until the following 
June or July with very little insect 
Injury, and without requiring any fumi¬ 
gation to protect It.

FORMALIN TREATMENT 
FOR SMUT ON OATS 


By D. J. Burleson, Agronomist for Ex¬ 
tension. 

Prepared by Extension Servioe, Auburn, Ala. 

Oat smut Is found In all parts of 
Alabama. It frequently decreases the 
yield from 10 to 20 per cent. This 
means a loss of several dollars per 
acre. The formalin treatement costs 
about five cents per acre and will 
absolutely control oat smut. 

One of the simplest ways to apply 
this treatement Is as follows: Add two 
tablespoonfuls of formalin to each 
three gallons of water. Spread the 
seed oats out on a wagon sheet or 
other heavy cloth. Thoroughly wet all 
the seed by sprinkling with the solu 
tlon while stirring. Draw up the cor¬ 
ners of the sheet to cover the seed 
so that the fumes from the formalin 
are held In. After about eight hours 
spread out the seed thinly to dry, sc 
that germination will not begin. The 
seed may he sown while damp but 
more seed should he used to allow for 
swollen condition of grain. Before re 
sacking, the sacks should he treated 
with a solution of formalin stronger 
than that given above. 

This treatment will also prevent 
stinking smut on wheat, but it will no| 
prevent loose or black smut on wheat 
Stinking smut seems not to he suf¬ 
ficiently prevalent to make the for 
malin always advisable for wheat. Bui 
It should always he used for oats. 


COTTON SEED MEAL FOR WHEAT 


If you oan’t enlist, Invest. 


By J. F. Duggar, Director Extension 

Service and Experiment Station.

Cottonseed meal is a good fertilize! 
for carrying the nitrogen required by 
wheat. However, in using cottonseed 
meal at the rate of one hundred or 
more pounds per acre, one should be 
careful that the meal does not come 
In immediate contact with the seed 
wheat. For example—they should nol 
be sown at the same time through the 
grain drill, when this amount or some 
larger amount of cottonseed meal la 
used. Repeatedly we have noted the 
fact that such close contact causes a 
poor stand of wheat. 

The cottonseed meal should first be 
— yi: 1 , r.r.2, i" p—slblh, harrc-.vcJ 
I and then the seed wheat sown. Oats 
i are apparently subject to Injury in the 
same way, hut apparently they re¬ 
quire a larger amount of cottonseed 
meal to thin the stand. 

There is not the same objection tc 
sowing acid phosphate and seed grair 
i to slope contact. 


HOW TO SELECT SEED 
CORN IN THE FIELD 


By E. F. Cauthen, Associate Agricul¬ 
turist, Alabama Experiment Station.

The yield of corn on most Alabama 
farms can be increased by the use oi 
better seed. Some farmers are giv¬ 
ing attention to improvement of their 
seed corn, but the practice is not fol¬ 
lowed widely. 

The work of improvement should be¬ 
gin in the field before the corn is pull¬ 
ed. There a study of the type of plant 
can be made. When the selection is 
not made till the corn reaches the 
bam, the kind of plant on which it 
grew cannot he known. 

In the variety tests at the Alabama 
Experiment Station during the past 
twelve years, those varieties that show 
a tendency to produce two ears to the 
plant have either led or been among 
the leading ones. 

A tall plant is not necessary to 
make a good ear; a plant 6 or 7 feet 
high, medium large from the ear down 
and small from the top ear up, is de¬ 
sirable. 

The ears should be about three or 
three and one-half feet from the 
ground, and have long enough shanks 
to permit them to hang down. Ths 
ears should have a good shuck cover¬ 
ing extending out over the tips to pro¬ 
tect the kernels from the weather. I 
Is also noticeable that ears whose tips 
fire well covered with shuck fitting 
tightly are not usually infested with 
corn weevils. 

When a desirable stalk and ear 
have been found, the shuck, may be 
pulled back and the ear examined. 
If the ear Is filled out well at tip and 
butt $nd the kernels fit closely on the 
cob. It is pulled and placed in a hag. 
Double the number of ears that wil' 
be needed to plant the next crop 
Bhould be harvested because seme 
of them will be rejected on account 
of size, color of cob, depth of grain, 
etc. The bag of seed ears should be 
stored where it will be safe from rats 
and excessive dampness. 


WINTER GRAZING FOR HOGS

Since hog* are bringing the highest 
prices they have brought in fifty years,

give the beet of care to their hogs 
this winter, especially to their brood 
tows and fall litters. 

Some feedstuffs are as high priced 
i datively as hogs. This is especially 
ue of corn and peanuts. Even at 
■ present price of hogs, they will 
,t make money when fed for very 
_ig on com as the only feed. In 
. rder to make money out of hogs, i: 
is necessary that a good part ol’ their 
,od come from some cheap source, 
u of the moit profitable sources for 
a good part of the hogs’ ration is 
: r,-en feed which the hogs harvest 
themselves. 

The experiment *tations and suc¬ 
cessful farmers have found that such 
■ inter- growing crops as rape, rye, oats 
. nd barley will vert successfully make 
up from half to three-fourths of the 
ration of sows e^ud pigs and young, 
growing stuff etui, from one-fourth to 
one-third that of fattening hogs. It is 
a very had policy, however, to force 
any kind of ho$s to live entirely on 
such feed as they cannot eat enough 
of it to do well. 

It Is now too tote for the fall seed¬ 
ing of rape In MoKfi Alabama. Oats 
seeded after October 16th in North 
Alabama will not give much grazing 
till toward spring. Rye will do better 
for late planting than oats. Barley 
does best If seeded after the weather 
gets a little cool. Barley and rye are 
hard to kill by treesln*. 

Rape is not very safe for central 
Alabama If seeded after October 15th, 
but rye will do well and oats will fur¬ 
nish considerable grazing of the weath¬ 
er Is not too cold. In extreme south 
Alabama any of these crops may he 
planted as late as December 1st, hut 
will be more valuable If planted ear- 
Jier. 

Rape will furnish about two or two 
and one-half times as much grazing 
per acre as the other crops mention¬ 
ed. On fairly rich land an acre ol' 
rape will usually furnish plenty of 
grazing for a litter of six fall pigs 
'throughout the winter. If the winter 
is mild It will do still better. Another 
half acre will take care of the sow. 

The regular grain crop of oats, rye 
and wheat can be grazed during the 
--.-inter by light hogs without material 
Injury. They need to be taken off by 
February 1st, or earlier In the south¬ 
ern part of the state and by March 
list, or earlier In the Tennessee Val¬ 
ley. 

Fall pigs should be made ready foi 
Imarket by April, May or June. Use 
enough grain during the last six oi 
•eight weeks to make them fat. 


FERTILIZERS FOR SMALL GRAINS

Wheat, oats,-barley and rye require 
the same general class of fertilizers, 
If a commercial fertilizer he depended 
on it should include a liberal propor 
tion of ammonia or nitrogen. On most 
.soils acid phosphate Is also helpful to 
the small grains. Among the nitro¬ 
genous fertilizers, the first choice foi 
|the small grains is nitrate of soda, and 
the second choice Is sulphate of am- 
'nionla. These fertilizers should ba 
applied as a top dressing, early In 
March or »oon after growth begins In 
the spring. 

; We may substitute for them cotton- 
me:.! or t-.r-k-'c. The cef.er,- 

iseed meal or tankage, if used, should 
ibe applied before sowing the grain. 
This is also the time at which to ap¬ 
ply the acid phosphate. A suggested 
formula Is equal parts cottonseed meal 
and acid phosphate, using the mixture 
at the rate of 200 to 400 pounds pel
